At Greenbelt Elementary

What you notice first about 
Mary Katherine Curl, otherwise 
known as Kathy Curl, the new 
principal of Greenbelt Elementary 
School, is her husky, animated 
voice and her infectious laughter. 
She’s a vivacious, small woman 
with blonde hair and a wealth of 
energy and enthusiasm. 

Kathy Curl is no stranger to 
Greenbelt. Among the seven dif- 
ferent elementary schools in which 
she taught for nearly 30 years was 
Greenbelt North End in-the early 
1970s. At that time she taught 
second and third grade. Her de- 
sire for new experiences, as well 
as wanting to keep up with what 
her daughter Marcie was learning 
in school, prompted her to teach 
seventh and eighth grade at Rob- 
ert Goddard Middle School. Her 
subjects included social studies, 
English and reading. 

She has both a county and 
state certification in math in addi- 
tion to a master’s degree in super- 
visory education. She spent seven 
years in administration at Tulip 
Grove and Pointer Ridge Elemen- 
tary schools. 

In 1990, while at Robert 
Goddard, she was selected as 
Apple Computer’s Teacher of the 
Year from the State of Maryland. 
She had initiated a Higher Think- 
ing Program at the school which 
involved teaching every child indi- 
vidual skills at a certain pace. 
The highlight of the award was 


the three day conference in which 
she met other Apple award win- 
ning teachers from around the 
country and shared ideas. 
Starting the Job 
Following her July 31 inter- 
view, she was. offered the job of 
principal of Greenbelt Elementary 
on August 1; she reported for 
work in Greenbelt on August 4. 


She had barely a month to pre- 
pare for the opening of the 1997- 

98 school year on September 2. 
She is grateful for the support 
she has received from parents and 
staff. Many came in on their own 
time during the month of August 
to help her with preparing packets 
and other materials for the stu-

Turnbull, White, Herling, Roberts 
File for Seat on Greenbelt Council 


The first non-incumbents have 
filed for the city council race. 
Alan Turnbull, past-president of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and 
Konrad Herling, along with in- 
cumbent councilmembers Tho- 
mas X. White and Rodney Rob- 
erts have now joined previously 
announced incumbents Edward 
Putens and Judith Davis in the 
contest for the five. council seats.

Alan Turnbull 

Alan Turnbull is a native 
Prince Georgian who first came 
to Greenbelt as a student at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
He and his wife, Wendy, have 
made a home here for seven 
years — first in University 
Square apartments and now in 
the home they purchased on 
Ridge Road. 

Turnbull works as a planner 
for the National Park. Service in 
Washington. In the agency’s 
Conservation Assistance pro- 
gram, he helps administer a 75- 
person nationwide elfort that as- 
sists communitics in identifying 





their natural and cultural assets 
and devising ways to protect 
them. 

Currently Turnbull is working 
on a Park Service initiative that 
is, essentially, creating a new 
generation of national parks 
based on voluntary agreements 
between local governments, prop- 
erty Owners, and nonprofit groups 
and has been appointed by the 
Governor to a commission creat- 
ing a similar program for Mary-

land. At home, Turnbull is active 
in Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI), 
a 1600-unit housing cooperative 
with a $7 million annual budget. 
He was elected to the GHI Audit 
Committee and Board, and later 
served as vice-president and 
president. Currently he serves on 
the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board, was a member and chair 
of the Greenbelt Recycling Advi- 
sory Committee, and was instru- 
mental in founding the Greenbelt 
Bicycle Coalition. In addition, 
Turnbull and his wife were 
among the initial founders of the 
New Deal Cafe. 

» He has volunteered time and 
effort on regional issues including 
opposition. to the USDA 
Sunnyside project, the defeat of 
the Intercounty Connector, and 
the effort to prevent taxpayer 
subsidy of Jack Kent Cooke Sta- 
dium. Turnbull represents the 
Chesapeake Bay Foundation. as 
an appointed member of the 
county task force examining 
ways to mafiage growth and eco- 
nomic development in Prince

Council Investigates Having

On Wednesday, September 10, 
the Greenbelt City Council met 
with Nick Williams of the Mary- 
land Environmental Trust (MET) 
to learn more about conservation 
easements as a way of protecting 
open space in the city, as agreed 
at a June worksession. In open- 
ing the meeting, Mayor 
Antoinette Bram stressed that 
council had not made any deci- 
sion to date as to whether it 
would grant the MET or any 
other organization an easement. 
At this stage at least, council’s 


main focus is on ways to protect — 


Parcels 1 and 2, the city owned, 
wooded property located between 
Ridge Road and the Baltimore- 
‘Washington Parkway. 

Maryland law provides for tax 
breaks for property owners who 
grant the development rights to 
their land to a qualified trust. The 
city does not pay taxes, so would 
not benefit from the tax reduction 
provisions of .the easement law. 
Instead, council is evaluating 
whether the law can be used as a 
tool to. preserve the land against 
possible future actions, primarily 
by the city, but also by other lev- 
els of government. 

Background of MET 

Williams explained that the 
MET is one of several easement 
holding organizations that are al- 
lied with the state government. It 


is not the largest in terms of —

acreage, but, that it may be the 
largest in terms of number of 
easements held, at nearly 400. 
The trust, established in 1967, 
is an outgrowth of the “Keep 
Maryland Beautiful” program, 
that was the state counterpart of 
then-First Lady Lady Byrd

Johnson’s “Keep America Beauti- 
ful” program. Initially, its em- 
phasis was on beautification but 
eventually shifted to a broader 
conservation effort. A quasi-pub- 
lic organization funded mostly by 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources, the MET obtained its 
first easement in 1972. It cur- 
rently has a staff of 10 respon- 
sible both for obtaining new ease- 
ments and enforcing the restric- 
tions in the easements it holds. 

To permit more effective en- 
forcement than its small staff 
could provide, the MET works 
with: local organizations that are 
closer to the affected property 
and hence can better monitor ac- 
tivity on the sites. 

In obtaining easements, the 
trust emphasizes areas with valu- 
able natural resources or open 
space in some threat of develop- -

Historic Landmark Plaque 
To Be Unveiled in October

The unveiling of a plaque which 
designates “original Greenbelt” as a 
National Historic Landmark will be 
one highlight of the 60th 
Anniversary’s Opening Ceremony to 
be held on Fnday, October 17 at 7 
p.m. in the Greenbelt Community 
Center. The public is invited, admis- 
sion free, to. witness this moment of 
the city’s present history which inau- 
gurates an event-filled weekend that 
will honor its beginnings. 

Greenbelt’s pioneer residents ar- 
nved in 1937 after having been cho- 
sen by a special committee of the 
Rural Resettlement Administration. 
In Franklin Roosevelt’s and Rexford 
Tugwell’s vision, Greenbelt was to 
be a “garden city,” and took its name 
from the belt of green that sur- 
rounded it. Quoted in the News Re- 
view last March, National Park Ser- 
vice historian, Carolyn Pitts stated 
that “Greenbelt is far and away the 
most intact” of the three experimen- 
tal towns constructed by the federal 
government in the 1930s. In fact, 


. three of the pioneer families are still 


living in their first houses, a tribute 
to the stability of life in this commu- 
nity. As an official National Historic 
Landmark the city has met the. re- 
quirement Of being a “property of 
exceptional value to the nation as a 
whole rather than to the particular 
state or locality.” 

The 60th Anniversary Committee 


under the direction of Emory 
Harman has planned commemora- 
tions for the three days of Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday, October 17, 
18 and 19 that will fete the early his- 
tory makers and give current resi- 
dents a chance to appreciate the 
thriving, modern suburb that 
Greenbelt has become. Retired local 
dentist, Clayton McCarl, Sr.,-a pio- 
neer child, chair of the subcommittee 
for the Friday evening event, will be 
the Master of Ceremonies. 

In addition to the plaque dedica- 
tion, a festive 60th birthday cake will 
be presented, and musical selections 
will be rendered by the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School Brass Quin- 
tet and the Maryland Boy Choir. Ad- 
ditional refreshments will be ‘provided 
by the Coop Supermarket.

I am appealing 
to that sense. Our cafe needs sup- 
port - patrons as well as volun- 
teers. Please come see us on Fni- 
days and Saturdays from 8 to 11 
p.m. and I am sure you will enjoy 
our music, coffee and great food. 
You will be supporting a commu- 
nity endeavor at the same time. 

I want to thank all of you who 
started the cafe and those who 
continue to support it in different 
ways. The “work” I told myself I 
would not do has become a “labor 
of love” of the community and the 
cafe.

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T. Mitchell Killed 


Terrance Samuel Mitchell, a 
city employee, was found dead 
from several gunshot wounds 
early Sunday, September 14, in 
the 3200 block of Swann Road 
‘in Suitland. He lived in Temple 
Hills. Prince George’s County 
police, who responded to a call, 
say they have no information 
about what happened or why and 
the case is being investigated. 

Mitchell came to work about 
two years ago for the City of 
Greenbelt Public Works Depart- 
ment from a temp agency. Last 
January he was taken on as a full 
time city employee and in July 
he was made a classified em- 
ployee and began receiving ben- 
efits. Mitchell mostly worked on 
the horticultural crew, though for 
a time maintained the inside of 
the Community Center when it 
first opened to the public last 

ear. 

“Skill-wise he seemed to fit 
better on my crew,” Bill Phelan, 
Greenbelt’s horticulturist told the 
News Review, Tuesday. “I was 
glad to have him.” He planted 
flowers, did pruning and for 
much of this hot, dry summer he 
was assigned to the water truck, 
keeping Greenbelt’s new young 
trees watered. “He was a good 
worker and could work indepen- 
dently,” said Phelan. “That’s 
why he had the water truck job. 
I could give him directions in the 
morning and know he would 
work hard all day. He really 
liked what he was doing and he 
was proud of what we accom- 
plished.” , 

According to Phelan, Mitchell 
was well liked by everyone, “a 
real nice guy with a good atti- 
tude. He joked and smiled a 
lot.” Mitchell was known to get 
together with fellow ‘workers after 
work, Phelan said. They were 
friends. Everyone got along with 
him. “Terry was a super nice 
‘guy and a hard worker. Every- 
one who worked with him is up- 
set,” Phelan said. “His girl 
friend brought in his keys Mon- 
day morning and told us he 
wouldn’t be back.” 

The city flag is at half mast 
for Mitchell.

On School Budget 


Prince George’s County Public 
Schools Superintendent Dr. 
Jerome Clark will hold a series 
of three public hearings to receive 
input from parents and the com- 
munity on needs and priorities 
that they would like for him to 
consider in developing his 
Children’s Operating Budget pro- 
posal for Fiscal Year 1999, which 
begins July 1, 1998.

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City Council Meeting 


Better Employee Benefits, 
Water Projects Get OK’s 


by Diane Oberg 

At its August 25 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
approved several projects to im- 
prove the quality of water flow- 
ing into Greenbelt Lake, sup- 
ported changes that would in- 
crease the pensions of some city 
employees while requiring them 
to begin contributing to the plan, 
and approved a new employee 
benefit that would pay a cash 
grant to employees purchasing a 
home in the city. 

Water Improvement 

Council approved five water 
improvement projects to be 
funded by a $100,000 state grant, 
$21,500 in city funds and 
$69,000 in work to be carried out 
by city staff. The projects in- 
clude stabilization work for the 
outflow from Hillside Road; re- 
placement of the culverts near St. 
Hugh’s and under the beach vol- 
leyball court with larger culverts, 
the latter of perforated pipe; 
dredging of the lake forebay, and 
work to disperse the runoff from 
the fire station parking lot. Di- 
rector of Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Celia Craze ex- 
pects that work on these projects 
will be completed before winter. 

She reported that a state natu- 
ralist has said that the restrictions 
upon the dredging work and the 
safety precautions to be taken 
during the “dewatering operation” 
will protect the lake*s:beavér 
from harm. 

Pension System 
. Council “expressed support” 
for the Maryland State Retire- 
‘ment. Agency’s proposal fo 
“change the Pension~Plan, which 
covers non-police city employees 
hired since 1980. The changes 
would increase the retirement 
benefits of employees covered by 
the plan, which are now among 
the lowest in the nation in terms 
of percent of salary replaced, ac- 
cording to a recent study. The 
changes are estimated to increase 
the payout from the current level 
of roughly 30 percent to around 
45 percent of the employee’s 
highest three years of salary. 
However, it would require em- 
ployee contributions of roughly 
three percent of salary (currently 
no employee contribution is re- 
quired) and an increase of 
slightly more than one percent of 
salary in the city government’s 
contribution per employee. City 
staff will continue to analyze the 
plan, and will seek to determine 
whether the affected employees 
support the plan before council 
has to make a final decision on 
whether to join the new plan. 
From Loan to Grant 

In adopting the current fiscal 
year budget, council approved City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin’s 
proposal to establish a revolving 
loan program to help employees 
finance the closing costs related to 
buying a home in the city. At this 
meeting, council approved his pro- 
posal that the program be con- 
verted from a loan to a $2,000 
grant. 

The idea for this change came 
from Community Planner Terri 
Hruby, who noted that the state 
now has a “Live Near Your 
Work” program. In designated 
_ “revitalization zones,” the state, 

local government and employer 
could cach grant employees who 
purchase homes near their work- 
place $1,000. For city cmploy- 
ees, McLaughlin expected that 


the city would have to fund both 
the local government and em- 
ployer grants. 

However, no area of Greenbelt 
has yet been designated as a re- 
vitalization zone, so no state 
grant is available. As proposed 
by Hruby, supported by 
McLaughlin and approved by. 
council, the city loan program 
will be converted to a grant pro- 
gram and serve as a pilot pro- 
gram (limited to city employees) 
while staff works to meet the 
state requirements for the pro- 
gram. McLaughlin estimated that 
only three or four employees 
would seek the grants this fiscal 
year, for a total cost to the city of 
$8,000.

Easement For Woodlands? 
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City’s Goal 

Councilmember Thomas 
White explained that the city’s 
goal is somewhat unusual. In- 
stead of a property owner trying 
to restrict future owners, the 
city is trying to protect the 
property against itself. He 
noted that now that the city 
; owns the property, the threat is 
* not from private developers, but 
from the possible actions of a 
future city council. The com- 
munity is concerned, he said; 
that since council membership 
can change every two years, 
that “political vicissitudes” may 
change. Since council cannot 
pass a law that a future’ council 
cannot change, White said, 
council and some citizens are 
seeking a more permanent solu- 
tion. 

Williams said that the city’s 
situation is somewhat similar to 
that of a property owner who 
restricts the actions of future 
generations. He agreed that 
having a city do this is unusual, 
though not unprecedented. 


What is an Easement? 

Williams explained that in 
granting MET -(or any other or- 
ganization) a conservation ease- 
ment, the city would be giving 
that organization some of its 
property rights — such as. the 
rights to develop the land, to 
cut trees, to hunt and to fish. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
likened this process to putting 
the development rights in a safe 
deposit box — that neither the 
city nor the trust could develop 
the property. Williams agreed, 
saying that when an easement Is 
granted the development rights 
are “extinguished, not trans- 
ferred.” 

If the city were to grant an 
easement, the city would retain 
ownership of the land and 
would be responsible for main- 
taining it. The easement agree- 
_ment would specify the types of 
activities the city could conduct 
on the land. This agreement 
would be negotiated between 
the trust and the city. The 
MET could only take action 
against the property owner. If a 
third party, for example, were 
to dump refuse on the property, 
it would remain the city’s re- 
sponsibility to clean it up. If 
the city were to violate the 
agreement, then the MET would 
seek to enforce the agreement, 
taking the city to court if neces- 
sary. Under state law the MET 
can have the Attorney General 
for the Department of Natural 
Resources take the property 
owner to court. 
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A Greenbelt Trust? 

At the June worksession, 
council had discussed the possi- 
bility of setting up a city orga- 
nization to enforce the agree- 
ment. However, Williams said 
that, as he understood the law, 
if council appointed the mem- 
bers of this organization, it 
would not be considered inde- 
pendent and the easement 
would be void. While the city 
could set up a truly independent 
organization, Williams noted 
that the only example of a city 
chartered easement organization 
in Maryland is the Annapolis 
Conservancy Board. This orga- 
nization, he said, “in practical 
terms is not a great success.” 
Councilmember Judith Davis 
pointed out that a city organiza- 
tion could have the same prob- 
lem the mayor feared with the 
MET; a future council could 
abolish it. 


Protection not Perfect 

An additional concern voiced 
by Mayor Bram is that the 
easement would not protect the 
land against development by 
the federal government. Will- 
iams agreed, noting that the 
easement is primarily effective 
against the actions of property 
owners and local governments 
(city and county). If a state 
agency wanted to take some of 
the land, the outcome would be 
“unpredictable.” If the federal 
government wanted to take the 
land, the MET would have no 
power to stop it. When the 
mayor said that the city would 
like to put in something to 
thwart a federal takeover, Will- 
iams simply declared “Well, 
good luck!” Paul Downs ar- 
gued that even if the “best 
thing” has flaws, “it’s still the 
best thing.” In protecting the 
land, he argued, the city has to 
find the approach that is least 
vulnerable. 

Roberts argued that even if 
the easement had no force 
against the state and federal 
governments, the city’s granting 
of an easement would be an ar- 
gument against development of 
the property. In a July 24 
memo, City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi voiced some similar sen- 
timents following a review of 
federal regulations regarding 
Parcels 1 and 2. The city has 
previously granted conservation 
easements to the county’s Park 
and Planning Commission and 
the federal government. Manzi 
noted that widening of the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway 
should not be an issue — the 
current right of way is suffi- 
cient to allow several new lanes 
without the need to take addi- 
tional land. Expansion beyond

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that point is unlikely, in 
Manzi’s view, given the large 
number of landowners along the 
length of the parkway. 

Manzi said that since Park 
and Planning also has an ease- 
ment on the property, it would 
be difficult legally for the fed- 
eral government to condemn the 
land without that agency’s ap- 
proval. In addition, the public 
outcry likely to result from any 
attempt to take the land would 
also make condemnation un- 
likely. 

Mayor Bram, in particular, 
was concerned that state priori- 
ties could change and the MET 
could be eliminated, its mission 
changed, or simply left un- 
funded. Williams explained 
that both the MET’s charter and 
each easement agreement pro- 
vides for the transfer of the 
easement to another qualified 
easement-holding organization. 


Other Approaches 
White sajd that he was still 


interested in investigating other, 


approaches. He mentioned the 
approach suggested in an edito- 
rial in this newspaper that pro- 
tection of the land be specified 
in the city’s charter; which. 
would require stronger support 
(four votes instead of a simple 
majority of the councilmembers 
present) by council to change 
and that would give citizens the 
ability to overturn any, proposed 
change by referendum. While 
not endorsing this approach, he 
felt it was “worthy of analysis.” 

While Roberts noted that he 
was “open to any method that 
can permanently protect the 
land,” he objected that the 
News Review proposal would 
permanently put the burden on 
the citizens to fight off any 
proposal that comes afong. He 
argued that an easement would 
put the burden on anyone want- 
ing to develop the land. He 
asked White if he had “any 
idea” how much work it would 
be to petition a charter change 
to referendum. Mayor Bram 
countered, “That’s democracy, 
Mr. Roberts.” 

Both White and Roberts 
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agreed that they disagreed with 
a previous News Review edito- 
rial that opposed the idea of 
granting a conservation ease- 
ment to any organization. Rob- 
erts charged that the News Re- 
view did not have its facts 
straight. He said that all he 
sought in asking council to 
consider a conservation ease- 
ment was “an open-minded 
look at the issue.” He charged 
that the News Review wanted 
to “cut off’ that process. 

Davis noted that she is still 
“very open minded.” However, 
she cautioned Roberts that no 
matter how much council safe- 
guards the property, the citizens 
will still have to be vigilant. 
She also suggested that Roberts 
not negate the power of citi- 
zens. 

White suggested that citizen 
approval may be needed if 
council decides to grant an 
easement. Roberts said he had 
no objection. 

Davis raised a new issue: 
what if, she said, it is the citi- 
zens, not council that wanted to

An Evening of One Acts: 


Almost Five Times the Fun

Whose — or what — reality 
is most legitimate? Is a bad day 
indicative of the fact that life is 
merely a series of lousy days 
punctuated by an occasional good 
one? In a troubled marriage, 
whose side is morally superior? 
Are people as we see them, or 
more truly reflections of how we 
treat them? 

Versions of reality are con- 
tinual themes in Greenbelt Arts 
Center’s evening of five one-act 
plays. Individuals and situations 
are not always as they may ini- 
tially appear; our perceptions are 
subject to tides and shifts. New 
information may dramatically al- 
ter an old belief. Just when you 
think you’ve got your own reality 
down pat — BAM! A serious 
disturbance in the atmosphere 
may unbalance everything you 
thought you knew. 

The evening opens with one 
of the weaker plays in this en- 
semble, “The Lesson,” directed 
by Suzanne Zappasodi. Trouble 
lies not with the actors, but in the 
peculiar scenario itself. Ostensi- 
bly about a professor’s meeting 
with his new pupil, the play be- 
gins as light comedy, but soon 
becomes increasingly dark. 
Michael Cooney, as an elder pro- 
fessor, rages through a series of 
intricate monologues, prompting 
uneasy flashbacks for anyone 
who has ever spent time under 
the tutelage. of a tyrannical, and 
quite possibly deranged, instruc- 
tor. 

Cooney’s vigorous perfor- 
mance is considerably stronger 
than the vehicle it’s in, foweVer, 
and the script’s intended point re- 
mairs a puzzlement, Is it that 
education just isn’t what it used 
to be? Or make sure you get 
references when hiring a tutor? 
Or pérhaps, visit your dentist 
regularly? Hard to say. 

Best Play 

“Apollo Redux,” a sensitive, 
introspective piece written and 
directed by James Riordon, is the 
evening’s best work. Not only 
has Riordon managed to inject 
philosophy into dialogue in a 
fresh, interesting way, but he has 
also coached excellent perfor- 
mances from his players. 

The front-office setting is 
merely a medium through which 
to channel a few basic ideas 
about how people see each other 
and themselves. Apollo (Scott

Graham) delicately pushes job- 
seeker Margaret (Sherry Hurry) 
into redefining her concept of 
beauty, both through finding it in 
others and within herself. Does a 
person need to look physically 
like an angel or a god in order to 
be one? 

Graham and Hurry have good 
chemistry, convincingly portray- 
ing individuals meeting for the 
first time, yet who instinctively 
recognize something essential in 
each other. It’s a pleasure to 
watch them interact. Graham has 
the gift of seeming to genuinely 
react to events unfolding around 
him while Hurry ably illustrates 
the internal conflicts over self- 
worth and beauty that plague 
many folks. 

They’re joined by the com- 
pany president’s meticulous assis- 
tant, Henry (Michael Dudzik), 
and the president (Norma Ozur) 
in fine supporting parts. Writer/ 
director and “dude” Riordan gets 
a chance to have some fun as a 
hapless courier who keeps turning 
up at the least opportune mo- 
ments. 

Material Success 

Another strong contender, 
“The Twelve Pound Look,” well 
directed by Mak Nichols and fea- 


turing great costumes, follows. 
Based in the mother country 
within the home of Sir Harry 
(Jack Wibbe) and his second 
wife, the play questions whether 
success is an easily measured vir- 
tue, or whether its attainment 
might be subtler. A surprise visi- 
tor (Andrea Morenoff) brings un- 
usual revelations about her past, 
jolting the complacent household. 
She indirectly raises the question 
of whether. success could be more 
easily quantified by the availabil- 
ity of cash or by that of freedom. 

Morenoff gives a dignified air 
to Kate, while Wibbe’s Sir Harry 
is appropriately stuffy, yet simul- 
taneously baffled by the former’s 
disclosures. The two engage in a 
detailed scene where it really 
isn’t clear until the last moment 
just. how their situation will be 
resolved. Whose reality is better 
— the person with material suc- 
cess or the one who is liberated? 

“What’s Wrong,” directed by 
Tara Kane, is a slice of life from 
a matriage on the brink. Ken 
Krintz and Barbara Lochner are 
the aggrieved duo. She’s shrew- 
ish and he’s wimpish and to- 
gether they make a lovely couple. 
Bet. Though this troubled couple 
talks about sex with some fre- 
quency, they generate little heat, 
and no sympathy, both of which 
were probably intended. Put it 
this way; if you were visiting 
these two, you’d want to hot-foot 
it out of there at the nearest op- 
portunity.

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Telecommuting Develops Locally 


Delegate Joan Pitkin, who rep- 
resents the 23rd Legislative Dis- 
trict that includes Greenbelt, and 
former Greenbelt Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld were speakers at the 
4th Annual International Telework 
Association’s conference. The 
four-day sessions were. held in 
early July in Crystal City, Vir- 
ginia. 

The only elected official on 
the program, Pitkin spoke about 
the role of government in pro- 
moting telecommuting, “bringing 
work to people instead of people 


sitting in traffic wasting time and 
resources trying to get to work.” 
Whether working from one’s 


~home or in a satellite office, 


telecommuting’s “economic, en- 
vironmental and social benefits 
are huge,” she said. “Trying to 
meet our growing transportation 
needs with more and more as- 
phalt,” is a burden to taxpayers, 
she added. 

Passage of Pitkin’s Bill in 
1994 created a_ statewide 
telecommuting pilot program for 
state employees in Maryland.

She was also successful in ob- 
taining federal funding and Gen- 
eral Services Administration’s 
(GSA) assistance for a new 
Telework Center at Bowie State 
University and successfully lob- 
bied the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG), 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment and the Maryland 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) “to prioritize 
telecommuting in their joint re- 
gional efforts to meet the require- 
ments of the Federal Clean Air 
Act.” 

Weidenfeld, now an adminis- 


trator with the Environmental 
Planning Office of MDOT, served 
as a panelist at the conference in 
the session entitled 
“Telecommuting and its Environ- 
mental Benefits.” Weidenfeld is a 
strong advocate at MDOT in pro- 
moting telecommuting programs 
to reduce air pollution and traffic 
congestion. 

Within the last year MDOT 
has provided a grant to establish a 
telework center in Frederick 
County, has initiated a pilot 
telecommuting program for em- 
ployees at its headquarters, and 
has been selected by COG to par-

ticipate in its Telecommuting 
Demonstration Program. 
Weidenfeld participates in 
MDOT’s pilot telecommuting 
program one day a week. 

He is also active in promoting 
telework solutions to regional air 
quality problems and traffic con- 
gestion through his work with 
COG and the Mid-Atlantic 
Telecommuting Advisory Council, 
an organization comprising local 
area experts in the telecommuting 
field. It promotes telecommuting 
through education and information 
about telecommuting, to the public 
and to private sector organizations.
